INTERNATIONAL 


An intimation has now been re- 
ceived from the Football Associa- 
tion, London, that the question of 
sending a team to Australia in 1928 
will be considered by the Interna- 
tional Selection Committee at its 
next meeting. 

Soccer enthusiasts in Australia 
will await the decision with more 
than a considerable amount of in- 
terest. It is to be hoped that defin- 
ite terms will be to hand before the 
conclusion of the New Zealand tour, 
in order to secure a working agree- 
ment with N.Z., while our Soccer 
lawyers are on the spot. 


Considerable preparations kave 
been made to ensure that the finan~ 
cial aspect is a success, and, on re- 
ceipt of definite proposals from 
Great Britain, the necesary ima- 
chinery will be immediately set in 
motion to achieve our objective. 


All States are eagerly waiting a 
move from England, and are optim- 
istic regarding their ability to raise. 
the quota allotted to them. Several 
have signified their desire to 
proceed, but it cannot be consid- 
ered wise to go ahead with the rais- 
ing of money, though it may be 
possible and sound to “earmark” 
any definite promises of financial 
support. 


The N.S.W.S.A, at its April meet- 
ing, empowered Messrs. F. W. Bar- 
low and ¥F. C. Packer, to go into the 
matter of the ways and means of 
raising the necessary money in 
which to finance the English tour. 
These gentlemen have now finished 
their arduous task, and at a meet- 
ing of representatives of all Asso- 
ciations, together with Mr. Morgan, 
manager of the Australian team in 
New Zealand, the report was dis~ 
cussed and a digest of same will be 
placed before the New Zealand As- 
sociation for consideration. 


At its next meeting, to be held 
on June i8th, the. N.S.W.F.A, coun~ 
cil will have the report before it, 
when it is hoped some definite deci- 
sion will be reached, and thus lave 
the necessary machinery put in 
working order on word being receiv- 
ed by the C.S.A. of the English tour 
being accepted by the Home Asso- 
ciation. 


NEW ZEALAND TOUR. 


Reports received from the 
Dominions indicate that our boys 
received @ royal reception at the 
hands of the N.Z. Association. On 
arrival the team was met by Mr. ©, 
Fordham (chairman), B. L. salmon

quota of £3000.

HINTS ON LAWS OF 
THE GAME 


(By “SPEC.”) 


Below are a number of questions 
re the laws of football. To referees 
they will be interesting by way of 
refreshing their memories, and to 
students of the laws the answers 
may supply some enlightenment on 
some points of ‘which they are 
ignorant:— 

(1) Can a player be offside from 
a penalty kick?—Yes, an isolated 
player of the attacking side might 
take up position’ alongside the 18 
yards line between the penalty spot 
and.the goal-line, and if the kicker 
passed the ball to him, or if from 

a direct kick the ball rebounded 
from upright or crossbar and he 
attempted to play it, the offside law 
would be broken. 


{2) Can a player be offside when 
the ball is in play immediately it 
after a temporary stoppage?—No. 
het ball is in play immediately it 
touches the ground, and is merely 
w resumption of the game tem- 
porarily suspended. 

(3) Jf a full-back, in taking a 
goal-kick, passes it back to his 
goalkeeper too sharply and it enters 
the net without the keeper touch- 
ing it, what should your decision 


be?—Corner. A goal cannot be 
scored direct trom a goal-kick, and 
the ball was put behind by a de- 
fender. 

(4) Should a full-back, while his 
goalkeeper is temporarily out of his 
goal, handle a shot in attempting 
to prevent a score, but fails to stop 
the ball from crossing the line, 
should you award a penalty?—No. 
A good goal has been scored. To 
do so would be an advantage to the 
offending side. 

(5) (a) In case of dangerous play 
taking place in the penalty area, 
what punishment should be 
awarded? (b) Give a good ex- 
ample of dangerous play.—(a) 
Free-kick (not a penalty offence). 
(b) Kicking recklessly at a high 
ball which an opponent is about 
to head or breast away. 

{6) Can a player standing in an 
offside position break the “offside 
law” without moving or playing the 
ball?—Yes. If the run of the play 
eaused him to be found in a posi- 
tion where he unsights a defender, 
or causes an opponent to have to go 
round him to get at the bali, he 
would have broken the offside law 
without necessarily moving. 

(7) What offences by defenders 
within the penalty area are punish- 
able only by a. free-kick?—(a) 
Carrying; (b). playing tne ball 
twice from the goal-kick or free- 


kick; (c) playing the bali befo
